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_ PAY RATES FOR SELECTED CITY JOBS IN JANUARY, 1948 
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Early in January, 1948, the International City Managers’ Association sent a 
follow-up inquiry to the officials of the cities of less than 100,000 who had re- 
ported pay rate data for 20 positions in January, 1947, and also to a few other 
cities. At the same time, the Civil Service Assembly sent a similar inquiry to 
Selected cities over 100,000. Returns were received from 81 of the 93 cities list- 
ed in MIS Report No. 34 issued in March, 1947, and in addition from 19 other cit- 
ies. The pay changes that were made during 1947 in these 100 cities are summar- 
ized below. ide 


Trend in Pay Rates for 20 Jobs in 1947. ‘Twice as many cities increased the 


pay of firemen, policemen, and certain labor groups as raised the pay of junior 
professional workers and certain skilled workers such as bookkeepers. Comparison 
of pay rates in the 81 cities, for the 20 jobs included in this report, with the 
pay rate in effect in the same cities in January, 1947, shows that between 55 and 
60 cities paid higher rates at the beginning of 1948 than at the beginning of 1947 
to auto mechanics, truck drivers, firemen and policemen. From 50 to 54 cities in- 
clusive increased the pay of heavy equipment operators, labor foremen, and labor- 
ers; from 40 to 49 cities increased the pay of building inspectors, junior clerk 
typists, and junior stenographer clerks; from 30 to 39 cities increased the pay of 
junior civil engineers, plumbing inspectors, telephone operators, bookkeeping 
machine operators, bookkeepers, and junior clerks; while only 2h to 29 cities in- 
creased the pay of junior accountants, junior librarians, junior draftsmen, and 
playleaders. 


Increases Among Cities of Less than 100,000 During last Half of 1947. Offi- 
cials of the 70 cities with populations of less than 100,000 included in this re- 
port were asked to indicate whether the pay increases applied to all employees in- 
cluding department heads and also the methods used in making the increases. Fifty 
cities, or 71 per cent, increased their salaries and wages during the last half of 
1947; in 37 of these cities the raises applied to all or nearly all cmployees and 
in 13 cities only to some employees. 


The methods used by the 37 cities of less than 100,000 that increased practi- 
cally all pay rates during the last half of 1947 may be outlined as follows: 


1. Based on Change in Index of Cost-of-Living--Albert Lea, Minn.; Madison, 
Wis.; and Phoenix, Ariz. The increase in Madison was $5.85 and in Phoenix $9 45 
per months (Approximately 20 cities in the United States have adopted cost-of- 
living pay adjustment plans. ‘hese cities are listed in MIS Report No. 45 issued 
in November, 1947, together with an analysis of the cost-of-living ordinances of 
these cities and method of administering the plan. MIS Report No. 45 also contains 
a suggested ordinance providing for a cost-of-living salary adjustment pian. )

Thirteen other cities reported that the pay of some but not all of the employ- 
ees was increased during the last half of 1947. ‘These cities are Ames, Iowa; 
Auburn, Me.; Austin, Tex., mainly to key supervisory employees; Bakersfield, Cal- 
if.; Bend, Ore.; Charlotte, N. C., only for employees making $207 a month or less; 
Columbus, Ga.; Covington, Ky., firemen $31.20 per month more; Cushing, Okla.; Far- 
go, N.D.; Harrisonburg, Va.; Johnson City, Tenn.; Mamaroneck, N.Y. 


Pay Raises in Cities Over 100,000 in 1947. ‘The Civil Service Assembly did not 
request cities to supply data on the extent of their pay increases in 1947. But 
inspection of the returns shows that 23 of the 40 cities increased some or all pay 
rates between January 1, 1947, and January 1, 1948, and it is know that some of 
the remaining seven cities had put increases into effect on January 1, 1947. ‘The 
25 cities are: Akron, Atlanta, Buffalo, Columbus, Dallas, Detroit, Flint, Hartford, 
Houston, Jacksonville, Kansas City, Louisville, Milwaukee, New Orleans, Norfolk, © 
Oakland, Oklahoma City, Pasadena, Pittsburgh, Sacramento, St. Louis, St. Paul, and 
Seattle. 


Work Week. Only nine of the 70 cities of less than 100,000 reduced the work 
week for some of all employees. Four cities reported such changes were made dur- 
ing the last half of 1947. Winnetka, Ill., hours for water and electric plant em- 
ployees from 43 to 44, policemen from 48 to 44, and firemen from 84 to 78 hours; 
Pittsburg, Calif., put some departments on a five-day week basis; Paducah, Ky., 
laborers reduced to 40 hours and adopted time and one-half for overtime and 12 
days annual vacation; Marquette, Mich., all employees except firemen and office 
employees reduced from 48 and 45 hours to 44 hours per week. Changes made by 
five other cities earlier in 1947 were reported in MIS Report Ne. 42, September, 
1947, p. 1038. 


Vacations. Most cities report from 10 to 14 days vacation with pay, which 
is assumed to be two calender weeks. Two cities report one week-Harrisonburg, 
Va. and Murfreesboro, Tenn.-while at the other end of the scale five cities al- 
low three weeks; Norfolk, Va.; St. Louis, Mo.; New Orleans, La.; Bremerton, Wash. ; 
end Sacramento, Calif. Eleven cities report "15 days" vacation: Atchison, Kan.; 
Charlotte, N.C.; Jacksonville, Fla.; Wheeling, W. Va.3 St. Paul, Minn.; Oklahoma 
City, Okla.; Phoenix and Tucson, Ariz.; Fresno, Oakland, and San Diego, Calif. 
Where a five-day week is in effect "15 days" may be three weeks; in other cities 
it may be 15 calendar days. Five cities do not give vacations to hourly workers 
and nine give laborers and truck drivers one week with pay.

42 issued in September, 1947. 


The starting pay rate and the top rate for each job together with the number 
of the hours in the work week and number of days vacation allowed with pay are 
shown for each job. Pay rates are given on a monthly basis except for tho letter 
"w" which follows some pay rates which indicates weekly pay, "h" hourly rate, and 
"a" daily rate. The rates for “Iaborer" on Page 182 are hourly except where 
otherwise indicated ("m" for monthly). 


Use of the Data. In determining the adequacy of a given pay rate in a parti- 
cular city it is more important to know what other cities of comparable size in 
the same general are paying than it is to compsre the rate with an average rate 
paid by cities unlike in size, type, and geographic location (see 1947 Municipal 
Year Book, p. 50ff., for economic classification of all cities over 10,000). For 
this reason no attempt is made here to presont average or median pay rates for 
cities reporting in the survey. 


in making salary comparisons it is important also to keep in mind tho vacation 
and sick leave policy, number of hours in the work week, type of retiroment plan 
in effect, and other related matters such as the length of service and the quality 
and quantity of work performed. (Data on working conditions in each city over 
10,000 are reported in the Municipal Year Book « ) 


The positions covered in this report are perhaps among the most standardized 
jobs in local government. The pay rate information for these jobs will be useful 
in determining other pay levels in the municipal service. For example, if ade- 
quate pay for a junior draftsman is determined to be $200 per month it is not 
difficult to determine the rate of pay for the next higher or next lower position.
